follows: 



FIRST CAUSE OF ACTION

that plaintiff upon information and belief allege that each defendant, designated herein as "DOE," 
was responsible negligently, or in some other actionable manner, for events which legally caused 
injury to plaintiff and plaintiffs decedent under legal theories which include, but are not limited to, 
absolute liability, product liability, strict liability in tort, negligence, breach of express and/or implied 
warranties of merchantability, and/or fitness, recklessness, wantonness, wilfulness; that although the 
identity of said DOE defendants may be known to plaintiff, at the time of filing of this complaint, 
plaintiff is ignorant of the facts constituting a cause of action against said DOE defendants.

Further 1 -800-GET-THIN, LLC; Kambiz Beniamia 
Omidi, Aka Julian Omidi an individual; Michael Omidi, M.D., an individual; Cindy Omidi, an 
individual, together jointly doing business as Valley Surgical Center; Valley Surgical Center and 
DOES 41 through 50 contracted with plaintiffs decedent and agreed to schedule, coordinate and 
provide her medical care regarding a lap band procedure and further, selected and hired all other 
defendants to provide plaintiffs decedent's medical care including but not limited to a lap band 
procedure. 

At all times herein mentioned, defendants DOES 51 through 60 and each of them, were physicians, 
nurses, attendants, employees, technicians, therapists, aids and non-medically oriented agents of 
defendants and each of them. 

On or about September 8, 201 1 and prior thereto and thereafter, plaintiffs decedent Paula Rojeski 
engaged for compensation the services of defendants, and DOES 1 through 100, and each of them, 
and at or about said time, defendants, and DOES 1 through 100, and each of them undertook to 
schedule, provide and coordinate treatment, examine, diagnose, perform surgery upon, prescribe 
medicine and drugs and handle and control the care and treatment of plaintiffs decedent Paula 
Rojeski. 

In the aforesaid provision and coordination of treatment, examination, diagnosis, performance of 
surgery, prescription of medicines and drugs and handling and controlling of the care and treatment 
of plaintiffs decedent Paula Rojeski, defendants and DOES 1 through 100, and each of them were 
negligent and negligently failed to possess and to exercise that degree of knowledge and skill 
ordinarily possessed and exercised by other physicians, surgeons, hospitals, nurses, nurse 
anesthetists, attendants, aides, therapists, technicians and the like, in the same or similar locality 
under similar circumstances as the said defendants.

(Against All Defendants Herein For Fraud and Concealment vs AH Defendants)

18 16. Plaintiff realleges and incorporates by reference all paragraphs above as if set forth herein at length. 

19 17. Upon information and belief, plaintiff alleges that defendants, and each of them, made untrue 

20 representations to plaintiff's decedent, Paula Rojeski, to fraudulently induce her to undergo lap band 

2 1 surgery. These representations include, but are not limited to, that she was an appropriate candidate 

22 for the surgery, that the facility, Valley Surgical Center, and its employees were appropriately trained 

23 and capable of safely performing the surgery, that Valley Surgical Center had the appropriate 

24 facilities, supplies and equipment for the surgery to be performed and that the physicians who would 

25 be performing the surgery and providing anesthesia services were competent and well trained. 

26 18. At the time that these representations were made to plaintiffs decedent, she believed that they were 

27 truthful and accurate. Relying on these representations, plaintiffs decedent agreed to the lap band 

28 procedure. 
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Plaintiffs decedent did not discover, and could not reasonably have been expected to discover, the 
fraudulent nature of the representations made by defendants and each of them. 
Defendants, and each of them, knew the representations to be false, and/or that these representations 
were made recklessly without knowing whether the representations were true. Defendants acted with 
the intent to deceive and defraud plaintiffs decedent and to induce plaintiffs decedent to undergo 
the lap band procedure. 

Plaintiff is informed and believes that following the death of plaintiffs decedent, Paula Rojeski, 
defendants intentionally and wrongfully misrepresented and concealed the true cause of plaintiffs 
decedent's death from her heir and from any and all who inquired about the death and its cause. 
Plaintiff is informed and believes that immediately following Ms. Rojeski's death, defendant 
Michael Omidi, M.D. instructed Maria Abaca, RN to send drivers employed by the defendant 
Omidis to defendant Valley Surgical Center to remove all of the defective equipment, monitors, etc. 
and bring them back to the Omidis' Beverly Hills Surgery Center before the Department of Health 
and the L.A. County Coroner's Office showed up for an announced visit to investigate Ms. Rojeski's 
death. Per the orders of defendant Michael Omidi, M.D.'s orders, all of the equipment which had 
been used during Ms. Rojeski's surgery was replace with equipment breought from the Beverly Hills 
Surgery Center prior to the inspection by the Department of Health and the L.A. County Coroner's 
Office. 

Further, plaintiff is informed and believes that following Ms. Rojeski's death, Melody Chua, the 
charge nurse during Ms. Rojeski's surgery showed the patient's anesthesia record and medical chart 
to her nursing supervisor, Dyanne Deuel which showed that Ms. Rojeski had "coded" 15 minutes 
prior to the time that defendant Dr. Chau had announced this critical event to the other persons in 
the operating room. Further, plaintiff is informed and believes that Defendants Julian Omidi, 
Michael Omidi, M.D., Cindy Omidi and their agents instructed defendant Dr. Chau to falsify his 
anesthesia record to delete the 1 5 minute gap from critical event to the time defendant Dr. Chau 
notified others of the event. 

As a proximate result of their fraudulent conduct, each defendant defrauded plaintiffs decedent, 
who died as a result of the performance of the lap band procedure. 
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24. The foregoing conduct of each defendant was an intentional misrepresentation, and was despicable 
conduct in conscious disregard of the rights of plaintiffs decedent herein, justifying an award of 
exemplary and punitive damages. 

25. Under Civil Code §3294, defendants are liable for punitive damages. 
WHEREFORE, Plaintiff seeks relief as set forth below. 

WHEREFORE, plaintiff prays for judgment against defendants, and each of them, as 

follows:
